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Following the C.C.F. convention, 
Mr. Roper left by plane for Winni- 
peg to attend a mecting of the Na- 
tional Council of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society. His comments on tn- 

ternational affairs in his address to 

the C.C.F.. convention is therefore 
being published this week instead 
of his usual “Personal Stuff.” 

The uneasy apprehension with 
which we viewed the international 
situation when we met here a year 
ago, has been intensified by the 
events and alarms of the past 
year. The two worlds have become 
more sharply divided. The hope of 
avoiding a clash between _ the 
Western Nations and the Com- 
munist countries has darkened. 
The armed aggression of Soviet 
Russia through the North Koreans, 
and resistance by ‘the United 
Nations, turned the Cold War into 
a hot war in which Canadian boys 
are now fighting. We scarcely 
dare to hope that the conflict will 
be localized there. . 


Apart from the anxious uncer- 
tainty of the situation, many are 
troubled about their own attitude 
in respect to the ideological con- 
flict which has sharply divided the 
world. The natural disposition of 
many is, ‘a plague on both your 
houses.”’ 


For my part, I find myself in 
entire agreement with the conclud- 
ing sentences of an article by Mrs. 
Laura Jamieson in the current 
issue of the British Columbia 
C.C.F. News. She wrote: 

“Those who say, ‘We don't like 
Russia,, but we don’t trust the 
United States,’ and refuse to take 
part in the struggle are rotreating 
from reality and letting liberty go 
by the board. Where and when do 
they hope to retrieve it? Or do 
‘they care? Do we really want a 
democratic socialist world? If we 
do, we first have to make sure 
that wo have a world now in which

Reiterating the position of the

The 
C.C.F. election program called 
for public ownership of produc- 
tion and distribution of electric 
power, 

Price Controls 

Deep concern was expressed 
over the rising cost of living. It 
was pointed out in a_ resolution 
that during the four and a half 


while in the years since controls 
were lifted, prices have risen 45 
points. 


Hits Labor, Farmers 


Not only have the wage in- 
creases obtained by the workers of 
Canada been filched away from 
them by sharply rising prices, the 
resolution stated, but in most 
cases the actual purchasing power 
of the higher wage is less than 
that of the lower income obtained 
in 1946. Farmers have suffered 
even larger reductions in purchas- 
ing power, it was contended, due 
to the fact that price increases 
have been higher in rural areas 
and the cost of farm equipment 
has risen faster than most other 
commodities, while farm incomes 
are now being sharply reduced. 

It was the opinion of the con- 
vention that the Canadian gov- 
ernment should take immediate 


. steps to curb rising prices. It 


was suggested that a price trib- 
unal, with representation from 
labor and farm organizations, 
should be established to investi- 
gate costs of production and set 
and maintain maximum prices 
on all essential commodities. 
Oil Policy 

In another resolution receiving 

the endorsation of the convention,

As the reality of the 
situation becomes’ clear the 


C.C.F. will advance. . 


C.C.F. members of the legislature 
were requested to continue to urge 
the government ‘“‘to develop prov- 
incial reserves in proven fields by 
public ownership so that the larg- 
est possible revenue from our oil 


resources should accrue to the 
people of the pzovince.”’ 

C.C.F. members of the legis- 
lature were also uvged to continue 
to demand that where tenders for 
leases on government reserves are 
called for they should be on a 
royalty basis. 

The Provincial Board was also 
instructed to review the whole oil 
policy of the C.C.F. and report 
thereon at the next provincial con- 
vention. 

Government oil reserves in 
proven fields might be ‘developed 
in three ways, it was stated: 

(a) by selling leases to private 
companies as is now being done. 

(b) ‘by calling for tenders on 
leases on a bonus royalty basis; 
and 

(c) by development of govern- 
ment- reserves in proven fields by 
public ownership. 

It was the opinion of the con- 
vention that the provincial gov- 
ernment has chosen the method of 
disposing of- provincial reserves 
which will provide the smallest 
long-term returns to the people of 
the province.

persons in the C.C.F. are compelled to lay down their té tks. 

The most encouraging aspect of C.C.F. work in Alb arta 
is the growth of the C.C.Y.M. and the exceptionally fine ype 
of young people who are being attracted to it. 


THEIR INTERESTS ARE ALIKE 


Delegates and visitors to the Annual Meetings of the 
C.C.F. in Alberta constitute a very good cross section of the 
population of the province, with labor and farm people pre- 
dominating. 

There are, of course, differences of opinion expressed on 
resoliitions and other matters which come before a C.C.F. 
Convention, But it is significant that none of these differ- 
ences are based on conflicting interests of rural and urban 
people. In all the important questions of public policy which 
come before such a convention, people from the farms and 
the factories find a common interest. 

The discussion of the rapidly rising cost of living is a 
case in point. Those who are attempting to keep the city 
workers and the farm people apart politically, attempt to 
make farm people believe that their high costs are due to 
increased wages, and to make labor people believe that they 
are being soaked by the farmers through high food prices. 
When the facts are revealed it is seen that both groups are 
feeling the pinch of higher prices which makes their real 
income lower than it was four years ago, while Canadian 
big business is reaping a harvest of profits unprecedented in 
this country’s history. 

It is only the ignorant and the duped among the working 
people and farm people who cannot see that the interests of 
both groups are fundamentaliy the same and that their only 
hope of establishing a more equitable Canadian economy is 
to unite ina -polibies) party of the people. : 


WHY CARS COST MORE 


NYONE who grumbles about high wages being re- 
sponsible for the high cost of cars might take a look at 
figures taken from “Automotive News” and circulated by 
UAW for the information of its members. While the 
figures apply to United States cost it gives an idea of the 
ratio of Wages to final car prices in Canada. 

Of the $1,460 ae delivered price of a Chevrolet Flectline 
sedan in Detroit, 7 f per cent or $192 are federal excise taxes. 
Of the remaining $1,358 the dealer’s mark- -up totals 25 per 
cent or $340, That leaves a wholesale price of $1,018 for 
the manufacturer. With the company’s pay-roll amounting 
to 24.4 per cent of every saics dollar, wages and salaries 
would thus take $248 of the total price. W ages of hourly rated 
employees account for 70 per cent of the pay-roll costs or 
$175. This is considerably less than the company’s profit 
margin on the Chevvy which is 19.5 per cent or $189, 
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Favor Setting Up World Government 


Favoring the setting up of a 
world government, the Alberta 
C.C.F. convention meeting in Ed- 
monton last weekend jroposed 
that every nation should have 
“representatives directly elected 
by its people’s votes in deniocratic 
elections the first of which should 
be supervised by the United Na- 
tions Organization.” 


It was suggested that such a 
government should have authority 
to pass laws for the maintenance 
of world peace; to set up a world 
court of justice and to establish a 
world police force adequate ‘io en- 
force law and order among 
nations, 


The convention also askea that 
the National Council of the C.C.F. 
for submission to the 
next national convention ‘a re- 
vised policy of international ‘ela- 
tions based on the principle of 
world government in order ‘hat 
the C.C.F. may give a lead in 
world affairs worthy of the ac- 
cepted principles of democratic 
socialism.” 


Want World Law 


The resolution pointed out that: 

“The United Nations is a visible 
proof that the people of the world 
desire to establish a world law 
fur national conduct, a world 
court to measure justice, and a 
world police force to make world 
law effective; 

“It is equally a visible proof 
that as now constituted the United 
Nations tis impotent to achieve 
these ends since nationalism it- 
self stands in the way of the mem- 
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ber nations, preventing them from 
exercising the authority required 
for the purposes fo~ which the 
U.N. was formed. 
Separate Sovereignties 

“The U.N. is in reality a con- 
glomeration of separate sovereign- 
ties, resulting in each nation con- 
tending for its own interests while 
the true interests of the world’s 
peop!e which are law, order, secur- 
ity and peace can only be talked 
about but never accomplished; 

“The world ‘aw envisaged in 
the Atlantic Char.er as the means 
of settling international disputes 
and regulating the conduct of 
nations in relation to each other 
is non-existent and indeed cannot 
be brought into existence by the 
U.N. which has no authority to 
pass such laws nor enforce them.” 

Would End Veto 

Anothcr lengthy resolution on 
international affairs recognized 
that the greatest need at the mo- 
ment was for the easing of inter- 
national tension and the removal 
of causes of friction which may 
lead to open conflict. This resolu- 
tion requested that the C.C.F, de- 
mand that “no nation be permitted 
by veto to thwart the will of the 
majority of the nations.” The con- 
vention asked that the resolution 
be referred to the National Coun- 
cil of the C.C.F. for its considera- 
tion in drafting the C.C.F. nation- 
al policy on international affairs. 

Until the long term objective of 
world government can. be ach- 
ieved, measures for the purpose 
of reducing immediate friction 
and promoting better understand- 


ing among nations were  sug- 
gested. 

The appointment of a com- 
petent standing committee on 
foreign affairs to act in an in- 
formative capacity to the Provin- 
cial Board and convention on 
matters coming within its scope, 
was recommended by the conven- 
tion. It was urged also that a sim- 
ilar committee be set up by the 
National Council, the membership 
of this committee to be made up 
wherever possible of one repre- 
sentative from foreign affairs 
committees of each provincial sec- 
tion. ; 

Score War Profits 

In a resolution urging that the 
profits be taken out of war so that 
there would be a greater chance 
of peace, it was stated that wars 
result in .great prosperity for a 
few and those few wield a great 
influence in promoting war for 
personal vain. 

The convention went on record 
also in asking that the National 
C.C.F. Council support a policy of 
United Nations intervention for 
mediation in French Indo-China as 
was done in the case of the 
Netherlands government resulting 
in negotiated settlement for the 
independence of Indonesia. 

The convention ‘wholehearted- 
ly endorsed our National Leaders’ 
and our National Council’s stand 
in the House of Commons support- 
ing the policy of recognition of 
the present government of - the 
People’s Republic of China, and of 
seating their representative on the 
Security Council of the U.N.O.”

STRESS FINANCIAL 
POLICY OF C.CE. 


Meeting in Edmonton last week- 
end, the C.C.F. provincial conven- 
tion reaffirmed the C.C.F. policy, 
that a C.C.F. federal government 
‘will control the volume of cur- 
rency and credit so 
serve the productive capacity of 
the nation and the purchase by 
the people of the goods and ser- 
vices they are able to produce.” 

It was maintained that the pres- 
ent system of controls by private 
financial institutions of our med- 
iums of exchange leads to fluctu- 
ation of credit which results in 
recurring serious dislocation of 
our economy. 

The convention contended that 
it was “a ridiculous situation that 
the nation’s productivity and the 
standard of living of the people 
should be at the merey of such 
a financial system.” - 

The convention further re- 
solved, “that this policy be given 
considerably more, publicity than 
has been the case in the past.”
